fes. “The Horfes in general are fo much harrafled, they 
can {carcely crawl ; thcir Arms are in general quite ru- 
fiy. The Pretender did not walk as ulual ; be rode in 
a Coach and Six,attended by fome others in a Coach 
and four in the Rear; they declare they will not halt till 
they reach Edinburgh ; the Men on Foot are not fomuch 
fatigued as we expected.
